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Schuh not guilty

An Olds area man was found 
not guilty last week on charges 
of sexually assaulting young 
girls. 

Arnold Kim Sehuh was ac¬ 
quitted of all seven charges 
laid against hi m las t June. The 
ruling was made in Didshury 
last Wednesday by Provincial 
Court Judge John James. 

The acquittal ended a 
lengthy trial for Schuh over 
charges which involved girls 
between the ages of four and 
12. In making his decision. 
Judge James said he had to 
give credence to arguements 
by the defense against the cred¬ 
ibility and consistency of the 
child witnesses. Acknowledg¬ 


ing that a common sense ap¬ 
proach had to be used when 
weighing and interpreting the 
children's testimony. Judge 
James also added that their 
sincerity and innocence could 
be "seductive" and that cau¬ 
tion was needed to separate 
minor and major inconsisten¬ 
cies. 

Judge James said it was not 
enough that the possibility ex 
isted that Schuh could be guilty 
al ter he read aloud some pieces 
of what he considered incon¬ 
sistent testimony. 

Schuh, age 37, will now he 
able to return to his home in 
Olds. The man had been living 
outside the town since he tirst 
appeared on the charges in 
June and was ordered to stay 
out of Olds and away from 
minors. 


Math marks a concern 
for school division

Diploma marks for Chi 
nook's Edge student sin Math 
30 have been consistently un 
der the provincial average over 
the past five years, creating a 
concern over the jurisdictions 
math program. 

Chinook's Edge senior ad 
ministrator Dr. Warren Phillips 
told the school board an analy¬ 
sis of Math 30 diploma exam 
results showed a long term 
problem with the result s when 
compared to the rest of the 
province. 

"We have been below aver 
age each of the past five years, 
that’s why we feel the problem 
is systemic,” Dr. Phillips said. 

Some of the obvious areas of 
concern for example too many 
students taking Math 30 who 
should be taking Math 33, 
doesn’t explain why Chinook’s 


Edge results are lower that the 
provincial average, he said, 
because the same problems 
exist in other school jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

"We have tried different 
things in the past because of 
these results," Dr. Phillips said. 
“We have tried more (training 
for teachers), using more re¬ 
sources, hut it hasn’t seemed 
to work." 

He said the administrators 
are continuing to look into the 
problem in order to findasolu 
tion. 

As for other diploma exam 
results. Dr. Phillips said the 
results from 1995 showed Chi¬ 
nook’s Edge students were 
above the provincial average in 
English 30, Biology 30 and 
Chemistry 30. Students met 
the provincial average in Eng 
lish 33 and Physics 30 and 
were below the average in So 
cial Studies 30 and Math 30.

the new county funding policy, 
Didsbury will lose more than 
$12,000 over the next three 
years. The town received 
$65,033 in 1995, the same 
funding level as 1995, but the 
amount will drop to $59,611 in 
1996, $54,181 in 1997 and to 
$48,677 in 1998, depending 
on assessment rates and popu 
lation growth. 

Olds, which has a larger 
population rate but a lower 
assessment rate, will recoup 


after formally terminating its 
agreement with the county. At 
issue was funding levels from 
the county. 

Sundre and Olds also opted 
out of their recreation agree 
ments with the county, spark¬ 
ing a two year debate with 
county council on funding lev¬ 
els. Ihat debate was finally 
resolved when the county an 
nounced a new recreation 
funding policy earlier this year 
which factors in a per capita 
ratio. 

While Luck said he was 
pleased a new agreement with 
the county was reached which 
set up a new joint committee, 
recreation funding levels did 
not meet expectations. Under 


nearly all of Didsbury’s recrea¬ 
tion funding loss in the next 
three years. 

But while the money is dis 
appearing from Didsbury cof 
fers for recreation, Luck said it 
is time to let the issue go and 
concentrate on other areas 
where the county and the town 
can come to some agreement 
on cost sharing.

The Town of Didsbury has 
once again donated a per capita 
sum to STARS Air Ambulance. 

As they do every year, town 
council voted to donate $ 1.29 
per capita for all Didsbury resi - 
dents to the life saving ambu¬ 
lance service. 

The money, which totals 
$4385, comes from the town's 
annual Public Transportation 
Operation Assistance Grant 
provided by the province.

Didsbury 
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School board 
opts to stay in

Despite a court decision 
which gives public school board 
the right to opt out of the A1 
berta School Foundation fund, 
Chinook's Edge school has 
decided to remain within its 
structure. 

A court challenge by the Al¬ 
berta School Boards Associa¬ 
tion and several public school 
hoards was concluded last 
week with the finding that the 
Alberta government had dis¬ 
criminated against public 
school boards when it gave 
separate school boards the 
right to opt out of the funding 
system which puts taxation for 
education in the province's 
hands. Previously, school 
board had the right to set their 
own mill rate and tax locally to 
pay for education. The new 
taxation system is part of Al¬ 
berta Education's program to 
equalize funding across the 
province. 

Dr. Altha Neilson, school 
superintendent for Chinook's 
Edge said it would be foolish to 
drop out of that program be¬ 
cause it provides more dollars 
than Red Deer and Mountain 
View counties collected under 


get spending under control in 
this province and if we tax lo¬ 
cally in order to get more 
money, that would be seen as 
going in the wrong direction," 
Dr. Neilson said. "(Andbesides) 
if we have to send out a tax 
notice with Chinook's Edge's 
name on it, (well,) I'd just as 
soon somebody else take the 
flack." 

Dr. Neilson added that tax 
ing locally would only increase 
the cost of administration for 
Chinook’s Edge. 

"It just means we'd have to 
hire a couple of more people to 
set up the tax collection sys¬ 
tem," she said. 

She said Chinook's Edge is 
working to keep central office 
administration costs under the 
4 percent mark of their budget, 
as recommended by Alberta 
Education. 

But while Chinook’s Edge is 
opting to stay in the ASFF, 
other school jurisdictions are 
taking advantage of the ruling 
to opt out. Dr. Neilson said she 
knew of some boards who have 
jumped on the decision but 
she said that was because they 
had lost funding in equalized 
assessment.

It’s gotta be the new govern - 
ment term of the month. You 
know something’s up every 
time you hear one of those 
terms: Rightsizing, negative 
growth, multistakeholders. 
Terms so deliberately fuzzy 
that even the rookie reporters 
look up and take notice when 
one of them comes floating by. 
This month it’s "soft cap". 

Albertans have already told 
the government what they want 
with Video Lottery Terminals 
(VLTs). They want fewer of 
them. They want them less 
accessible, moved out of bars 
and into non-profit casinos. 
And they want the right to vote 
to keep them out of individual 
communities. 

And that’s what they’re get¬ 
ting. Well, more or less. After a 
few weeks reviewing the re¬ 
port from Judy Gordon's com¬ 
mittee, which spent ten 
months asking Albertans what 
they wanted, Lotteries Minis 
ter Steve West has agreed to a 
long list of recommendations. 
That list will be liberally sprin - 
kled with asterisks, though. 

Consider the recommenda¬ 
tion that the number of VLTs 
be capped. West says yes, it 
will be capped at 6,000. But 
not really. 

"The cap of 6,000 has ilex 
ibility because we have a back 


log of applications. We didn't 
fix to absolute. We have to 
have some flexibility to en¬ 
sure that we don’t disrupt the 
playing field. We’re calling it a 
flexible cap." 

Come again? Well, West 
says he doesn't want to prel¬ 
ude any applications for new 
VLTs. "It’s asoft cap, a flexible 
cap. You may, in two or three 
years, see a variance from the 
6,000, yes. 

West’s vague replies are 
troubling because the Hotel 
Association, which has strong 
and longstanding Tory con¬ 
nections, has been lobbying 
hard to keep VLTs. West in¬ 
sists he isn’t removing the 
cap, at least "not in a major 
way". 

When pressed, West told 
reporters there could be 6600 
machines in the short term. 
Minutes later, though, he ad 
mitted that after a couple of 
years, the cap could be much 
higher, depending on the 
number of bars and lounges 
that apply for a licence. 

Things get even fuzzier 
when you factor in what's 
happening with the machines 
and when it’s happening. For 
starters, nothing changes for 
one full year. Then, slowly, 
over the course of years, aetu 
ally, the lounges that feature 
row upon row of VLTs will lose 
them, one or two at a time. 
Consider Edmonton’s Rosslyn 


Hotel, which had 37 machines 
until recently. 

"At the end of a year," says 
West, "he'll have 21 machines. 
At the end of five years, he’ll 
have seven." So Albertans will 
get what they want in limiting 
the number of VLTs in each 
bar, but they won’t get it for 
five years. 

And what they get in five 
years, is a major increase in 
the number of places to go to 
play the slots. As Judy Gordon 
notes, "they found VLTs far too 
accessible." But the plan will 
put VLTs in many more bars. 
The VLTs that come out of the 
Rosslyn simply go to another 
bar that didn't have them be 
fore. 

"That’s true,” says the Lot¬ 
teries Minister, "nobody's de¬ 
nying that. But we can’t have a 
two tiered system where you 
have some business with them 
and some without. I don't know 
why that’s an amazing thing. 
We’re just equalizing the mar 
ket place." 

Ihere is a great deal of good 
news in what the government 
has agreed to do. Communi¬ 
ties will be able to vote to keep 
VLTs out, if they’re prepared to 
give up their share of provin 
cial VLT revenue. Casinos will 
continue to be non-profit and 
government regulated. 

But it’s difficult to under 
stand how West’s plans to

I can’t say what it is exactly about the entire federal 
attempt to appease Quebec with this regional veto thing 
that makes me ill, but something sure stinks in the 
state of Canada. 

Perhaps it is Ralph Klein's attempt to gain votes with 
his "just say not to veto" anthem or the provinces acting 
like a group of spoiled children unhappy because one 
got something better than the other. But more than 
likely, the sickness comes from the sense of disappoint¬ 
ment I'm feeling with the Chretien government. 

I expected greater statesmanship from the man who 
supposedly shares my own sense of federalism and 
belief in strong centralist government. 

Instead he has chosen to take the easy road by trying 
to appease Quebec: and ended up creating a family 
squabble over the turkey wishbone. 

This regional veto idea simply will not go over with the 
provinces who feel they too should get the right to 
determine single-handedly how the country is run. 1 
can’t say why Alberta and B.C. should have the veto - 
it certainly can't be over population density. Simply 
that they contribute largely to the economic health of 
our country is not a good enough reason because who 
knows exactly when that may change. 

Giving each province veto power puts us right back 
where we were at Meech Lake and we all know how that 
ended. 

Besides, in the long run, it is not more power in the 
provincial coffers the people of Quebec crave, it is 
simply respect for their unique heritage and language, 
a chance to practise their own traditions without the 
stigma of discrimination. The fact that the rest of 
Canada is more than willing to allow this for any culture 
seems to have been lost to them, but that is besides the 
point. 

The real issue is over how we create a federal 
government which appears to be free of regional inter 
ests, one which really represents the good of Canada as 
a whole. Already we are fractionalized to the point 
where the west whines if there aren't enough cabinet 
members from the prairies and Quebec threatens sepa 
ration when they aren't satisfied with the concessions 
handed to them. 

Sooner or later all the regions and their governments 
will come to realize slicing up a piece of cardboard does 
not make it stronger, just easier to tear.

Red tape maze tor extra 
funding 

Chinook's Edge ad- 
minstrators are being forced to 
jump through a series of hoops 
In order to secure extra fund¬ 
ing for the Neudorf Colony 
School. 

Senior administrator Bill 
Hooper told Chinook's Edge 
trustees they would have to 
meet a series of criteria in or¬ 
der to requisition an extra 
$9000 from the colony to help 
cover the teacher's salary. 

Hooper said Alberta Educa¬ 
tion's basic grant of $3535 for 
each of the 11 students at the 
colony school was not enough 
to cover the teacher’s salary, 
leaving the school with a defi¬ 
cit. After negotiations with the 
colony on the issue, Hooper 
said they agreed to supplement 
the funding with an extra pay¬ 
ment of $9133. 

But to get the money, since 
the school board no longer

taxes locally, the trustees must 
ask the County of Mountain 
View to issue a supplemental 
requisition order. The county 
can only do so if the colony is 
granted hamlet status for the 
purpose of the education and 
is given permission to requisi¬ 
tion by the Minister of Educa¬ 
tion. 

Hooper said the adminis¬ 
tration has sent a letter to the 
minister but are not sure 
whether or not the request will 
be approved. 

At the suggestion of school 
trustee Deborah Cousins, 


Hooper said the money could 
be directed to the teacher's 
salary thorugh the colony’s 
parent advisory council if the 
requisition route fails. 

Parkland decision delayed 

Chinook's Edge’s decision on 
remaining with the Parkland 
Regional Library system has 
been delayed for another year. 

After a qucik investigation 
into the system, senior admin¬ 
istrator Darlene Hayes told 
school trustees it looked like 
remaining with Parkland was 
the best use of their dollars for 


library systems. 

"(After everything is ac¬ 
counted for) it only costs the 
jurisdiction about $60,000 al 
t ogether,” Hayes said. "I feel we 
can’t provide the same serv¬ 
ices for that price.” 

Cutbacks in provincial fund 
ing has meant membership 
with Parkland increased dra 
matically. It supplies various 
library services to all libraries, 
including muncipal and school 
libraries, in the Chinook's Edge 
division. 

But Hayes said the amount 
of cost she investigated was

If you took a quick survey at 
this time of year to the ques¬ 
tion, "What does Christmas 
mean toyou?", you would prob¬ 
ably get a variety of answers.

that also might help you on 
your outing for Christmas trees 
or for ice fishing include mak¬ 
ing sure that the ice is a mini¬ 
mum of 15 cm for walking on, 
20 cm for larger groups and 25 
cm for snowmobiles. If you are 
driving on the ice, the ice must 
be a minimum thickness of 40 
cm. Always go with a friend if 
you plan to be on open ice (or 
any ice). Have safety equip¬ 
ment available, such as ropes 
or poles, to help out in case of 
breaking through the ice. IJn 
safe ice includes ice on wind 
swept lakes, on fast running 
streams, ice during thawing 
spells, where there is water on 
the surfaces of the ice and 
where there are cracks in the 
ice. Check by having an adult 
cut a hole in the ice and meas¬ 
uring. The best rule to follow is 
"If you do not know anything 
about an ice-covered area - 
Stay Off." Educate yourself and 
reduce the risk. Prepare - Stay 
Sale - Survive. We have more 
information about ice safety at 
the DAC - if you are interested 
in knowing more please drop 
in and pick some up.
